ELDER J. G. KIMBALL. 

Elder J. Golden Kimball said: I have been much interested in the re- 
marks made at this Conference. Personally I cannot remember the time 
when 1 have been more pleased than with the instructions that during 
this Conference have been given to our people. The strong feature of 
this Conference has been, “Seek ye first the kingdom of God and his 
righteousness; and all these things shall be added unto you.” I have seen 
the time when temporal affairs were uppermost in the remarks, and I can- 
not say which is the more important, the temporal or the spiritual. I 
recall, however, the words of the Lord: 

‘tI am bound when ye do what I say, and when ye do not what I say 
then ye have no promise.” To the young people He has said: 

“They who seek me early shall find me.” I read in a 
newspaper one morning in the year 1884, that to shake the hand of John 
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Morgan was to be his friend. We are careless in this little matter of 
hand-shaking. Many a sermon has been preached in this Church simply 
by means of the shaking of hands. Some of us have not time for this 
greeting. Some men I have shaken hands with it has been like putting 
my hand into a bucket of ice water. These men may have meant well; 
they may have been my friends; but I had no means of knowing from 
their manner. You know of some of the returned missionaries that you 
are concerned lest they will not let go of your hand. It is because they 
love you. Their soul overflows for you. They soon say, “Why, what is the 
matter with you people?” 

We can afford to be sympathetic and full of compassion. We have the 
Gospel of Jesus Christ. We need not be concerned as to what other 
denominations may do. I am not concerned about the Christian scientists. 
If they do any good, I am glad of it. But by manifestations of love and 
kindness some of our people have been won away from us. Love and 
sympathy will win the souls of men. That is the Gospel. That will make 
more converts than in any way we can proceed. And that we may mani- 
fest among our people and towards each other that friendship and sym- 
pathy is my prayer. Amen. 

The choir sang: 

Who are these arrayed in white?” 
ELDER RULON 8. WELLS. 

Elder Rulon 8. Wells next spoke. He also expressed great joy in having 
had the privilege of attending the General Conference—the first time in 
three years. He said he rejoiced in the progress of the work of God, and 
the advancement being made by true and earnest Latter-day Saints. The 
discourses during Conference had been inspired of the Lord, and would 
redound to the benefit of the people if they would but adhere to the in- 
structions received; if not they would avail nothing. The speaker had 
been impressed with the remarks made relating to the treatment given 
the Saints emigrating to Zion. Such people had made many sacrifices to 
gather with the elect of God. They had left their homes and all that was 
near and dear to them, to mingle with the Saints in Zion, but too often 
they received cold treatment from those of their brethren and sisters, 
which sometimes caused them to feel that their company was not appre- 
ciated. Elder Wells endorsed the remarks of Elder Kimball with reference 
to the shaking of hands, and urged the Sainte to be more considerate of 
their brethren and sisters that unity and love might prevail among them, 
such was the aim of the Savior when He was upon the earth. He taught 
the people to love one another, and to do good to those who hated them. 
In this way the people would demonstrate their love of God, and show 
that in reality they were striving to follow in the footsteps of their Savior. 
Elder Wells exhorted the Saints to give heed to the instructions received 
from those in authority i in the Church, for they were men of God, and 
were inspired to give such admonition as the Saints were in need * from 
time to time. 0 

Sister Emma Ramsey then sang: 


Come all ye sons ef Zion. “99 
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ELDER A. 0. WOODRUFF, 
of the Council of Apostles, said: I trust that the Spirit of the Lord may 
be with me in what few words I shall speak to you. First I wish to read 
a few verses from the 28th chapter of the Second Book of Nephi: 

“For it shall come to pass in that day, that the churches which are 
built up, and not unto the Lord, when the one shall say unto the other, 
Behold I, I am the Lord's; and the others shall say, I, I am the Lord's. 
And thus shall every one say that hath built up churches, and not unto 
the Lord; 

“And they shall contend one with another; and their priests shall 
contend one with another, and they shall teach with their learning, and 
deny the Holy Ghost, which giveth utterance. 

“And they deny the power of God, the Holy One of . and they 
say unto the people, Hearken unto as, and hear ye our precept; for behold 
there is no God to-day, for the Lord and the Redeemer hath done his work, 
and he hath given his power unto men. 

“Behold, hearken ye unto my precept; if they shall say, There is a 
miracle wrought, by the hand of the Lord, believe it not; for this day he 
is not a God of miracles; he hath done his work.” 

I wished to read this because those who to-day profess to be the teachers 
of Christ’s doctrine are fulfilling these prophecies. The ministers of the 
various denominations in this city are teaching that the gifts of the Holy 
Ghost are done away. When they so teach they are teaching a doctrine 
of the Anti-Christ and are representing churches of men. We have not to 
depend upon the testimony of Paul and of Peter. I thank God that in 
this day each one can know for himself that this work is of God and not 
of men. 

“Search the scriptures for in them ye think ye have eternal life; and 
these are they which testify of me.” 

The Scriptures testify that these signs shall follow them that believe. 
When Peter stood up on the day of Pentecost, he told the people they 
should repent and be baptized and that they should then receive the gift 
of the Holy Ghost. The gifts of the Spirit were not to be done away. I+ 
has recently been taught in this city that Abraham was degenerate and 
ignorant and that the Lord overlooked many of his sins because of his 
ignorance and degeneracy. According to the Scriptures Abraham was a 
man of God, the father of the faithful. The Spiritualists, the Christian 
Scientists, and other man-made systems, claim to teach the doctrine of 
Christ. But why then do they fail to teach the cardinal doctrines of the 
Gospel? Be not deceived by them. While it is right to prove all things 
and hold fast to that which is good, you should be established in the 
doctrine of Christ, that you may not be carried about with every wind of 
doctrine. For God will cause this work to triumph. Amen. 

ELDER RUDGER CLAWSON 
of the Quorum of the Apostles was the next speaker. He said the idea 
of short sermons and songs between, met his mind exactly. It had been 
in vogue in Boxelder Stake for some time and seemed to suit all who 


gathered together to worship God. The song of melody, said the speaker, 
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was just as acceptable to the Lord as were long sermons. Elder Clawson 
said he had enjoyed the Conference very much. The vast assemblage and 
the words of inspiration which fell from the lips of the servants of God, 
were sufficient proof of the divinity of the work in which they were en- 
gaged. The Church had grown from a small beginning, and the people 
were prospering in the different settlements and communities in which 
they lived. The same spirit, poured out in such rich abundance at Con- 
ference time, was in evidence among the people wherever they lived in- 
asmuch as they were trying to keep the commandments cf God. The 
influence and power of “Mormonism” was being felt in the earth. People 
gathered from abroad to gaze upon the beauties of Zion. They studied 
the people, their habits and their characteristics. They looked in wonder 
and astcnishment upon their achievements and were awe-stricken when 
they delved into their affairs and found such harmonious action. The 
speaker referred to Temple work, which, through the blessing of the Lord, 
the Saints had been privileged to take part in. He advised the Saints to 
follow counsel, for therein was safety and joy, and concluded by asking 
God’s blessing upon all who were seeking to do His bidding. 
The choir sang “Along the river of time we glide,” after which 
ELDER MATTHIAS r. COWLEY 
of the Quorum of the Twelve, addressed the congregation. He said he 
had greatly enjoyed the exercises of the Conference, which to him had 
been such as to impress the Saints with the spirit of spiritual refinement, 
and lead them to a closer unity of the faith. The speaker advised the 
Saints to get the published report of the Conference and read and digest 
the instructions that had been imparted. The words uttered were import- 
ant and had come from the Lord through His servants. They had taught 
the people to honor and revere the name of the Prophet Joseph Smith, who 
had been instrumental in the hands of God in restoring the Gospel to the 
earth. The Saints had been likewise instructed to utilize to the best 
advantage all trusts committed to their care, to help the poor, to donate 
liberally to Temple work, and do everything in their power to advance 
the work of God generally. The principle of tithing should be respected, 
as it led to the spirit of consecration, upon which the redemption of Zion 
was to be based. The speaker urged the Saints to sustain home industry, 
that in the fall of Babylon and its institutions, they would be prepared 
to manufacture and produce everthing needed for food and raiment. The 
people were called upon from time to time to support by their vote the 
authorities of the Church; they voted to sustain them, and should like- 
wise sustain all their efforts in bringing to pass God’s purposes in the 
earth. Then they would be blessed both temporally and spiritually, and 
Zion would arise and shine and put on her garments of great glory. Truth 
was mighty and would prevail, the efforts of its opposers to the contrary 
notwithstanding. 
ELDER JOHN W. TAYLOR, 

of the Council of the Apostles, said: I wish to add my testimony to those 
that have already been given. I do know that God lives and that an 
assurance of this fact may be obtained by every man and woman that will 
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live for it. I know that Joseph Smith was a prophet of God, And I also 

know that the gifts and blessings spoken of in the Scriptures exist in the 

Charch of Christ to-day. 1 wish to say to my young brethren and sisters, 

do not be led away by the sophistry of the world. Because straight is the 

* narrow is the way that leadeth unto life and few there be that 
t. 

And I wish to say to the people that there are comparatively only a few 
that enjoy the gifts and blessings of the Gospel. There is a drouth of the 
gifts of the Spirit. The speaker read from the book of Doctrine and Cov- 
enants showing that the Elders should not assume to preach the Gospel 
unless they have the spirit. 

Have you a gift from God? If not, seek after the spirit. Children, be 
obedient unto your parents. Remember that old commandment, which 
is choice above all other commandments, “Honor thy father and thy 
mother, that thy days may be long in the land which the Lord thy 
God giveth thee.” 

It is a day of preparation and not a day of many words. For Zion may 
grow and increase until she shall rule the earth. 

Mrs. Lizzie Thomas Edward, Miss Ramsey and the choir sang, “O, Holy 
Jesus,” and benediction was pronounced by Elder Andrew J enson. 

Conference adjourned for six months.

“We keep up our cottage meetings in our lodgings, Sunday school and 
Bible class on Sunday morning, Gospel services 6:30 p.m. and often 2:30 as 
well, Monday evening Book of Mormon class, Tuesday M. I. A., and Thurs- 
day at 8 p.m. Gospel service. All are well attended by the Saints, and we 
generally have two or three strangers as well as friendly investigators. 

“The work is not stopped, but the want of a hall is quite a drawback.” 


Exper Perry HERRICk writing to Elder J. C. McFarlane of “42” from 
Berlin, May 4th, says: 

“T am at my field of labor and like it very much. I am in the Berlin 
Conference but do not labor in Berlin. I am at Spaua,a city that is 
almost a part of Berlin, in fact it is but a few minutes ride. I generally 
go in for meetings Sundays. The fare is 30 pfg. or about seven and a half 
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cents. Berlin is a great place. I was there Saturday and attended the 
baptism of two persons, the first I have seen in Germany. When I arrived 
an Elders’ Conference was being held at Leipzig. I attended and met five 
from Ogden.“ 


Tue following is an extract of a friendly letter from Sister Lettie Dewey 
Campbell, now laboring in Uttoxeter as a missionary, with her husband, 
Elder Chester F. Campbell: 

“Brother Ruff made a flying visit to Uttoxeter and made arrangements 
for us to live at Sister Warner’s and hold meetings at Mrs. Ryder’s, a nice 
kind woman whose daughter and daughter-in-law were baptized April 22. 

“Brother Campbell was tracting with Parry tracts yesterday afternoon. 
He left forty-four tracts and had seven Gospel conversations. Such suc- 
cess makes me anxious to get out. 

“Of the Church members here the ladies seem to be in the majority. I 
am desirous of doing some good and, with Brother Ruff’s consent, I have 
asked all the sisters to meet next Thursday evening, and we will hold a 
meeting or class. There are not enough to effect a permanent organization, 

but we will try to do all we can for each other’s improvement. 
“Tf you have any suggestions that would assist in making the class a 
success, I would be very pleased to receive them. I am anxious that it 
will not all fall through, but there are so many obstacles to meet. By the 
help of the Lord I hope to be able to give my sisters in this land some 
encouragement, advice and counsel that will be for their good. 

“We women of Utah have so many things to be thankful for, and our 
surroundings are so pleasant, that I pity and ask our kind Creator to make 
life more bright for many of the women in this land. 

“My mission has accomplished this much for me, if nothing else: It has 
taught me to appreciate good honorable parents, a home in Zion among 
the servants of God, and to see the beautiful teachings of Christ more 
plainly. I am satisfied that when thé servants of God see fit to release us 
to return home, that home, be it ever so lowly, will indeed be a haven 
of rest to us.” 


PRESIDENT LYMAN writes from Po ell under date of May 12th, as 
follows: 

“T left Copenhagen and the devoted Elders and Saints of that place 
yesterday at noon, and after a two hours ride by rail and five by boat, 
reached Kiel, where I met Presidents Schalthess and Bowman, and Elders 
Larsen and Hart, and a small branch of wide awake members of the 
Church. We had a very good meeting in the evening, and this morning 
Brothers Schulthess, Bowman and I came on to this place, where we find 
all well. 

“Since my last communication to you I have traveled far to the north 
and have met the missionaries and Saints in the Conferences of Copen- 
hagen, Goteborg, Stockholm and Christiania, and in all these districts the 
reports, and good spirits of the Elders, bear strong testimony to the pros- 
perous condition of the work of the Lord. The Elders are exemplary in 
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their lives and energetic in their labors, and the Saints are exemplifying 
in their lives the virtues which the Gospel teaches. Many strangers were 
present at all our meetings, good attention was the rule, and much intelli- 
gent interest was manifest. Frequent baptisms encourage the laborers in 
the vineyard. Sabbath school work is not overlooked, and good results 
are seen in many places. The Lord has raised up many friends to assist 
in spreading the truth among the people, and his servants are grateful 
for every manifestation of his approval of theirwork. In several instances 
very fair notices of our faith and people have appeared in local papers, all 
tending to give publicity to the cause, for which we are very grateful. 

“The Christiania Conference, which has been one of magnificent distances, 
its extent from north to south being 1,200 miles, was divided into three. 
The new ones being still very large in point of territory, and are known 
respectively as the Bergen and Troudhjem Conferences. My visit to the 
Scandinavian Mission has been a very pleasant experience. My ignor- 
ance of the prevailing tongues, being the only effectual bar to my perfect 
enjoyment, and this has not prevented the operations of that fraternal 
spirit, that makes one family of the representatives of many nations 
through obedience to the Gospel of Christ. I find the same conditions 
prevailing in Scandinavia that cause our brethren to call for more help in 
other places. ‘The harvest truly is great but the laborers are few.’ 

“President Petersen’s estimate of the needs of the mission, calls for at 
least twenty-five more Elders for Norway and fifty more for Sweden, and 
the indications are that there is plenty of room and employment for that 
number or more. 

“We will attend Conference in Bremen next Sunday, and on the 17th 
inst. will leave Hamburg for our tour of the German and Swiss Missions.”

MORALITY WITHOUT FAITH. 


ALTHOUGH the materialist, who believes that the life of animated beings 
is nothing more then organization or chemical action, and that when such 
action ceases, the individuality, or ego, no longer exists, may be found dis- 
coursing on morality, it is hard to discover the foundation upon which 
his moral superstructure can stand. He expects no accounting to be given 
after this life wherein men will be rewarded or punished for the deeds 
done in the body. He has no expectation of meeting those whom he may 
have wronged and who might demand justice at his hands, nor does 
he anticipate the stings of an accusing conscience. But, says he, “It is 
best to do good to others that I may receive good in return.“ Experience 
‘ would hardly teach that those who do the most for mankind receive most 
in return as far as this life goes, but on the contrary, many are rolling in 
the luxuries of life, the result of the labors of their fellow men, who have 
hardly thought of the convenience or happiness of others. 

It may be claimed that such à person can never have the pleasures of 
true friendship. Thisis true, but it is hard to comprehend the meaning of 
friendship from a materialistic standpoint. How can chemical action 
experience friendship only as it feeds the furnace that accelerates that 
chemical activity which the materialist calls pleasure. If the wealthy 
rascal doesn’t have what the Christian calls true or disinterested friend- 
ship bestowed upon him, he certainly receives all the outward effects, from 
a worldly standpoint, that friendship could possibly bestow. He has the 
world at his feet ready to serve his slightest wish, he receives ovations 
wherever he goes, and is flattered until he believes himself head and 
shoulders above all common mortals. It may be urged that all this would 
cease if the bank account should run out. Only an argument in favor of 
fleecing these fawning friends or others more honest in order to keep up 
the supply of cash! 

What value need human life have to one who regards it as only chemical 
change going on in the atoms of the brain? Why should he not close off 
that operation, as he would snuff out a candle, when it stands in the way 
of his private interests, provided he can avoid the consequences of human 
law? It would be only like taking the life of an animal or a plant or 
making use of any other chemical agency for his own convenience. 

It appears hard to conceive of a system of morals without a foundation 
based on faith in a Divine Power 2 whose laws justice will seek its 
own as water will find its level. 
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How different the inducements that lead the true christian to live a 
moral and virtuous life. He realizes that every right action will bring its 
reward and every wrong its punishment; that every wrong done to 
another will re-act upon himself and lower him in the scale of being; that 
even the evil thoughts of his heart will canker his soul and unfit him for 
the kingdom of heaven; and that every secret act or thought is known 
to one who rules the destines of men and will call him to account for his 
course in life. He understands that there is a chance to “lay up treasures 
in heaven, where neither moth nor rust doth corrupt and where thieves do 
not break through nor steal.” 

While the materialist has no moral law for his guidance except such as 
he evolves from the chemical action of his own brain, the man of faith has 
a perfect law from a divine source, in which he can put implicit trust, 
and a loving Father to whom he can apply for wisdom and strength to 
live up to that law. He is assured that this life does not end his exist- 
ence, but that by strict obedience to the divine law, he may realize eternal 
life in the celestial kingdom of God, wherein he may renew the associa- 
tions of family ties and friendships as formed in this life, increased and 
intensified as his soul expands under the influence of his heavenly associa- 
tions. He realizes the fatherhood of God and the brotherhood of man as 
ties that will last through the endless ages of eternity. These thoughts 
furnish inducements to a life of honor, virtue, uprightness, and brotherly 
love that are foreign to the one who can see nothing beyond this life, and 
into whose heart the sunlight of faith has never penetrated.

A WORD ON SUNDAY SCHOOLS. 


Ir has often occurred to us in our travels that the Elders might do con- 
siderable in gathering together, in our little meeting and other houses, 
some of the almost numberless children found everywhere in prolific 
England. In some places the children of the Saints would make a school 
of themselves for a start, to which others might be added from time to 
time. In other localities a few of such would form a nucleus at least, and 
from the neighborhood the majority, no doubt, could be gathered while in 
some places the Saints are so widely separated that their children could 
not be counted upon at all. 

But even in “Merrie England” there are hosts of half waifs, not par- 
ticularly clean or attractive, yet precious in the sight of our Heavenly 
Father and subjects of His love, and quite likely au earnest Lider or two 
in any locality could find all they could manage, with far less labor in 
securing them than might be expected on a superficial glances. 

Our thoughts and ideas have been fully established on this question by 
hearing what one young Elder has done in this direction, and to fully find 
his ground and know of his success, we dropped him a note of inquiry. 
We can say that this young Elder is a very modest man, and had no idea 
that what he might write would be published or he might have declined 
the information ; however, from our point of view the matter is so inter- 
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esting that while we would respect Brother Daynes’s wishes, yet the method 
and the illustration so thoroughly meets our feelings and our wind, that 
we earnestly commend the example to the brethren generally, or at least 
to those who may have ambition enough, and the spirit of self-sacrifice 
enough to emulate so good an example, whether their success should be 
greater or less in the direction indicated. 

We quote the following from the letter received: 


“Last October Conference I was assigned to labor in the Lowestoft dis- 
trict. 1 was informed the branch was in a poor shape } our Sunday meet- 
ings had the small attendance of about seven. I didn’t know what to do. 
The idea struck me to start a Sunday school, I thought to do anything was 
better than nothing, although I was told by my companion I could never 
make a success of a Sunday school, because there are very few children 
belonging to the branch. But after presenting the matter to the presi- 
dent of the Conference, I was told to go ahead with the school. I was 
determined to make it a success, and my faith was strong. The stumbling 
stone to all who heard about the school was, ‘How was | going to get any 
one to come,’ but this seemed easy to me, while there are so many children 
that run the street who would be pleased to go to some school, but, on 
account of the poverty of their parents, — are unable to dress them 
well enough to be a member of the Sunday schools of this city. 

“The first school was called to order at 11 a.m., December 11. About 
three-quarters of an hour previous to marine, I went on the street and 
asked several little boys and girlsif they would come to our Sunday school, 
and was very seldom refused; some times the children would tell me the 
had a school to go to, and I thought it wise never to ask them to leave their 
school, but told them to be always good boysor girls. The attendance 
at the first school was eight, three children belonging to Saints, and five 
strangers I had picked up on the street. Every Sunday morning I would 
go on the street and get a few more children, until now I have enrolled 
twenty-five boys and girls ranging in age from six totwelve. Five out of 
the number enrolled are children whose parents belong to the Church, the 
other twenty are strangers; we have an average attendance of fifteen. 
When I first started the school I had an idea that the parents of these 
children would come to meeting or school to see what their children were 
being taught, but as yet I do not think any of them have been. Still I 
think the school is doing good and is planting within the children a 
foundation upon which to work out their salvation. The methed adopted 
for instruction, is telling stories about the Savior’s life, as my first aim 
was to win the love and confidence of all in the class. Every Sunday I 
give each pupil a little card with a few lines of scripture on, and when 
they have six of these little cards I change them for one that is larger and 
nicer. While I am not in favor of material reward for attendance, still 
all other Sunday schools here give the children cards, and I thought it 
rather hard to start a school without offering some inducement. We have 
now two classes in the school, a Theology and pret The theology 
class does not have as large an attendance as I would like to see, but 
our meetings are improving. We have an attendance of about forty now. 
I herewith enclose you a picture of the primary class, which was taken 
two months ago; we have increased since this was taken. 

“I would be pleased to hear from you at any time, and give you any 
further information you desire.” 


Brother Daynes ruefully admits that he never was a very pronounced 
Sunday school pupil at home, and he realizes now, that had he been so it 
would have been to his advantage in the ministry; he also deprecates pub-

JOTTINGS BY THE WAY. 


It is only forty minutes now by flyer from Liverpool to Manchester, and 
on the trip you are rarely out of sight of those towering chimneys which 
earn for Lancashire the title of a manufacturing center, at the same time 
there are long stretches of agricultural lands. Across Chat Moss, once the 
terror and despair of engineers in the early days of railroad building, there 
is a flatness which reminds the tourist of Iowa, U.S., but it is now being 
redeemed by drainage and cultivation, though still nearly treeless, and iu 
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some places the ancient heather still survives, but the game has gone, and 
farms and farm-houses now stand where the earth trembled as the first 
trains dashed across this old morass. 

Pear trees and Plum trees are in bloom, the plows are turning the 
furrows, grain is being sown, and on the once turf bed early potatoes are 
planted in congenial soil; but Manchester is in the distance, the everlast- 
ing cloud of smoke rests upon it by day, and if there is no “pillar of fire 
by night,” the electric light and gas-light, public and private, reflect. on 
the dense and murky clouds, that canopy of fire which can be seen from 
afar. President Briggs and Elder White welcome us at the station and 
we soon greet the Eiders gathered (for Conference) at Turkey lane. Many 
thousand hand-bills had been distributed announcing Conference on the 
Sabbath at Pendleton, just a few miles away; a lovely hall had been secured 
over the Co-operative Stores, and at the morning services the Saints, visit- 
ing brethren and the local traveling Elders were all on time. As is usual,

LEEDS CONFERENCE. 


Tux Leeds Conference of the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints was held on Sunday, May 14, 1899, in the Foresters’ Hall, Charlotte 
Street, Hull. President Chas, Woolfenden presiding. , 
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There were present: Of the Presidency of the European Mission, Elders 
James L. McMurrin and Henry W. Naisbitt; visiting Elders, Abraham 
Evans and Charles Swallow of the Sheffield Conference. 

Morning meeting commenced at 10:30, at which President Chas. Woolf- 
enden made a few opening remarks, giving all a hearty welcome to Confer- 
ence, and presented the names of the authorities of the Church and Presi- 
dency of the European Mission, who were unanimously sustained. Elder 
Charles Woolfenden was sustained as president of the Leeds Conference, 
and the following Elders in their several districte: Alonzo. Ingram, S. M. 
Kershaw, H. D. Goodyear, W. E. Purdy and J. G. Smith, Bradford district; 
H. C. Brown and A. R. Lyman, Brighouse district; James Laird and 
Thomas Gooch, Halifax district; Henry John, F. C. Lee, W. F. Pratt and 
C. E. Rose, Hull district; E. C. Smith and Joseph Boyes, Harrogate dis- 
trict; James Ratcliffe, J. H. Frisby, H. C. Burton and Walter Cottrell, 
Leeds district; S. M. Kershaw as Clerk of the Conference. 

The following statistical report for the past six monthe was read: 
Missionaries from Zion—High Priests, 2; Seventies, 17. Local Priesthood 
—Elders, 13; Priests, 11; Teachers, 11; Deacons, 14; members, 435; chil- 
dren under eight years old, 62; total number of souls, excluding mission- 
aries from Zion, 546. Tracts distributed—from door to door, 39,522; in 
open-air meetings and otherwise, 279. Books distributed—sold, 81; loaned, 
218; given away, 29. Strangers’ houses visited—with first tract only, 
9,872; by first invitation, 290; by re-invitation, 469. Gospel conversa- 
tions, 1,586. Meetings held—hall, 442; cottage, 36; out-door, 15; Sunday 
school sessions, 102; M. I. A. meetings, 43; Bible theological classes, 26; 
Priesthood meetings, 16; Relief society meetings,5. Baptisms—new mem- 
bers, 50; children of members, 6; confirmations, 56; ordinations, 5. Chil- 
dren blessed—of members, 6; of non-members, 4. Emigrated—over eight 
years of age, 3. Died—over eight years of age, 2; under eight years of age, 
2. New subscribers for Star, 18. 

President Naisbitt was highly pleased with the Conference report, and 
was glad to meet the Elders and Saints. He spoke of the opportunity the 
Saints have in voting for or against the authorities, the Saints were always 
united in this respect and therein showed their strength. President 
McMurrin addressed the Conference. He had come direct from his home 
in Idaho; spoke of his surprise in being called to fill another mission in 
Europe, but unhesitatingly accepted the call. He mentioned some of his 
early experience, and showed the benefits of obedience to those in authority. 

The following Elders were the speakers at the afternoon session, which 
commenced at 2:30: J. H. Frisby, H. C. Brown, J. W. Lesueur and Presi- 
dent J. L. McMurrin. The speakers very plainly set forth the first princi- 
ples of the Gospel, and were listened to with much interest. 

The evening meeting began at 6:30; the hall was well filled although 
the rain continued falling. President H. W. Naisbitt occupied the time. 
He reviewed the present condition of the religious world, compared it with 
the teachings of the Savior, and then nicely unfolded the principles of the 
true Gospel as taught in the Bible. 

A Priesthood meeting was held on Monday morning at 10:30, in 
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Foresters’ Hall. All present bore their testimonies and briefly reported 
their labors. Presidents McMurrin and Naisbitt offered some good sug- 
gestions for summer work. 

On Monday evening the Elders, Saints and investigators enjoyed them- 
selves in a social gathering. Considering the inclement weather the 
Conference was in every respect a success. The Saints in Hull deserve 
much credit and we heartily thank them for their kindness and support.

A WHIFF OF TOBACCO. 


We do not want to rail at tobacco, but just to draw a little moral from 
a whiff of smoke. Go where one will, the nose, the eyes, and even the 
throat and bronchial tubes are assailed by smoke, that is, by a cloud of 
particles, every one of which has come direct out of some one else’s mouth. 
It is not a nice idea, but let us see what else it teaches. The fumes do but 
make visible what is happening all the day, whether we smoke or not. 
Each of the tiny particles of carbon or condensed vapor, which in their 
millions make up a wreath of smoke, does but indicate the track taken by 
a corresponding particle of expired air, which, if it can carry the visible 
carbon, can still more easily carry the invisible microbe. Thus a whiff of 
smoke entering our nostrils and penetrating our lungs does but show the 
course which might be taken just as easily by a swarm of microbes, and 
serves to demonstrate one at least of the ways in which a crowded life 
passed in close community with our fellows leads to mischief. The passage 
of a whiff of smoke from mouth to mouth does, in fact, but illustrate the 
mode in which the well- recognized evils of rebreathing expired air are 
produced. It is not the air but what the air carries with it that does the 
harm. What is illustrated by tobacco smoke is sometimes proved in an- 
other way. In the bright sunbeams motes are said to dance, and by care- 
ful watching one may see not only how numerous these motes are, but of 
what nasty stuff they are not infrequently composed. The wheezy flower 
seller coughing over his tray of violets, the loud-voiced hawker shouting 
over his barrow of strawberries, the sniffling child sneezing at the street 
corner, the panting person who will shake out his handkerchief in the 
’bus before using it, even polite people talking to each other, are all doing 
things which on a dull day seem innocuous enough. Let the sun shine, 
however, and the telltale sunbeams soon display the showers of saliva and 
the clouds of dust which are thus scattered in the air and can almost be 
traced from mouth to mouth. This is esthetically abominable, but in the 
vast majority of cases probably does no harm. Here and there, however, 
these particles come from people who are diseased, and carry diseases to 
those who are healthy. The rebreathing of expired air is certainly one 
cause of disease, especially to those who live in towns and in close dwell- 
ings; and how real is the risk, and how readily the passage of solid par- 
ticles from man to man from mouth to mouth is accomplished, is made 
manifest every time a whiff of tobacco makes us cough.
